lege of a few hours frosh nir at tho jail- 
or's house, once a week, as had been 
permitted during tho drat fow weeks of 
her imprisonment, The ovidont design 
of this exceptional severity is to breek 
down the courage of (hese contumacious 
rebels against state paternahem, and 
make them willing to pay the costs as- 
sessod against them. “Blood woney” is 
wanted by tho state, and blood mouey 
must come! If stoppage of their mail 
and exceptionally close confinement will 
uot bring the money, then, wo may 
reasousbly expect, inferring from our 
experience thua far with Kaugus justice, 
that tho raca and wheel of medieval 
limes will be brought into requisition. 


“Whom he loveth he ebasteneth!" Is 
this the reason why Sheriff Honah ia so 
severe npon the Autovowistic marriage. 
ista nud so lenient with tho violators of 
the prohibitory liquor Jaw? A cortain 
“Major" Simous, of this place, was een- 
tenced ta three month's jail-board for 
violations of said law.

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Kansar of Mra, HL S, Lake and W. F. Peck, with be 
glad to see the letter of the latter in this issue, Per- 
sonally 1 most sincerely thank Bro, Peck for lia truly 
fraternal letter, but while thanking him for hisap- 
preciation of my “solicitude” for Lillians welfare I 
must correct the apparent implicttion that Edwin was 
not equally solicitons that sho should not be exposed to 
“suffering,” such as has actually followed the autono- 
mistic marriage, It war because of this solicitudes for 
her, and expecially in consideration of her youthful 
years, that he mada what tomany seems an unwar 
rantable compromise. As an individualist he could 
make no concession to the state nor to Paul Prys, not 
even to the extent of making his affaira kuown to the 
publio But as an Autonomist (freedom of choice) 
ve conld niako concessions to thase whose welfare he 
was seeking to promote, Lillian chose to have the 
conjugal union known at once. She did not want to 
be martyrized—which she knew world probably be 
her fate if the sex-union should be etrictly individual- 
istic or anarchistic. Sha and we all know that “mar. 
riage by consent? was regarded valid marriage In most 
of the stater, and we verily believed that iù would be 
so declared here as soon as the matter should be 
brought befure a court competent to decide. 


I speak confidently for myself and think I can speak 
also for Edwin, when I say, (as I have said before) 
and as Mr. Peck assumes, that if we had “known that 
all this suffering would have been the result,’ the 
Antonomistic marriaga would not have taken place— 
NOT IN Kansas! Tsay this not because cither Edwin 
or myself were disposed to shrink from the legitimate 
results of our teachings, whatever these results might 
be, but because neither of us would have been willing 
to allow Lillian--not yet seventeen years old—to be 
subjected to treatment such as she has had to endure 
for the last three monthy, to say nothing of what eshe 
may yet have to endure, . 

The simple fact is, that òf all our mistakes, many 
and grievous as they may havo been, the worst mistake 
was that wo failed to properly estimate the phase of 
civilization to which the people of Jeferson county 
had attained, „If any one had told me one vear ago 
to-day (Christmas) that Lillian would pasa her next 
Christinas in prison—put there by her Valley Falls 
neighbors—men with whom we had never had any 
difficulty, and with most of whom we had for years 
held pleasant business relations; and if E had been told 
that the crime tor which she would bo thus incarcerat. 
ed would be simply an assumed irregularity in ber 
method of getting married-—I repeat, if any one had 
told me all this should have indignantly answered 
“xol—Impossible! The people of Valley Falls are 
civilized! Civilized people have never been known to 
treat each. other so cruelly when no real crime has been 
committed. Why, even savages would not be guilty of 
such an outrage upon a tender, innocent girl because 
she refused to be married in the customary way.” 


But alas for aur estimate! Edwin and I have found 
to our cost, ang to Lillian’s, that the people of Jeffer- 
son county are nvither civilized nor savage. “They 
seem to be ina transition state between the two, having 
the vices of both and the virtues of neither!

Friend Yarroa says; “You are all right, bnt your 
ideas, views, explanations aud statements are all 
wrong How such a paradox ean be trucsurely none 
but aescientific Anarchist” can explain, Ie does not 
doubt the honesty or the courage of the “brave Lucie 
fer band” but thinks there is something very wrong 
about our “convictions.” He thinks we have stultified 
ourselves by opposing legal marriage in our “Antono- 
my,” and yet claiming legal marriage in our defense— 
thus using the word legal in two senses, 

Tf it will help our good brother toa better compre- 
hension of our position we will admit that wo hare 
used the word “legal” in two senses jnst ast we some. 
times use the word Christian ia two senses, Jesus is 
reported as saying, “Father, forgive them, they know 
not what they do,” and “Neither do I condemn thee” 
—to'the woman taken in adultery. Therefure we can 
say itis Chnitian to forgive the erring. But the 
Christian church of to-day condemns all women taken 
in adultery, and puraues with fines and imprisonment 
alt who refuse to accept its code of morality. 


So, likewire wo are justified in using the word “le 

gal” intwo senses. We havoall the while opposed 
legal marriage ‘as commonly understood and en- 
forced,” but the Kansas statute says “marriage is a 
civil contract to which tho consent of the parties is es- 
sentia and it nowhere says that anything else 19 
essential to marriage. Inthis senso we accept the 
term legal marrage, not becansa we wish to conform 
to the statute, but simply to show our persecutors that 
they are in the wrong, ther own statule being their Judge! 
If marriage is a civil contract to which the consent of 
the parties is the only essential then the law concedes 
to us the right to make our own contract, and the log- 
ical corrollary or sequence to this is that the law must 
in the end coneede to us the right to wmake or annul 
our “contract” marriages, In other words, free mar- 
riago implies and includes FREE piva RÒN! 
We have nor “made over- 
tures to the Jaw,” nor “tried to get its otticial fano- 
tion? We have all the while maintained, and ro bay 
our attorneys, that “marriage is above law and before 
law.” We quote law, ve appeal to law, simply to dis- 
arm our encmnies—only this and nothing more.

Marriage—the sex-union of woman and man—in- 
volves aud generally includes co-operative hame-huild 
ing and the rearing of children, We caunnt da this in 
Kansas without being held by the present law to bo 
married, However much we may regret the fact that 
civil taws interfere with the dom stio relations of men

Wild ARE THK CRIMINALS? 
[Continued From Last Week.] 


A crime is an act by which some human being is 
deprived of his or hee right to life, liberty or means 
of pursuing or obtaining happiness. In the ense un- 
der consideration Edwin Walker and Lillian Harman 
nave deprived no human being of his life, hia hberty, 
or hia right to paraue happiness in any way whatever, 
and therefore na one can truthfully axsert that they 
have committed a crime. But that crime have been 
committed against them is easily shown, They have 
been deprived, robbed of their liberty for a term of 
more than three months, their right to pursue happi- 
ness in their own way has been taken from them; to 
defend themselves against their assailants they have 
been obliged to spend their money; their good namo 
has been assailed, their health injwed, and now the 
robbers require the robbed ones to pay them (the rob- 
bers) for the privilege of thus being robbed of their 
liberty, money, health, happiness and reputation! In 
other words, the robber state wants ind -mnity for the 
time and labar of its servants while persecuting aud 
robbing innocent citizens! 

In lart issue we began something ofan investigation 
to show who it is that are the real guilty parties in 
this eriminal procedure. The case of, the compara- 
tive guilt of, the complaining witness therein was 
brietly considered, and now, inasmuch as many of our 
friends were not readers ot the paper threo months 
ago we here reproduce the copy of the complaint upon 
which the legal(?) proceedings were basal:

Tho making out and filing of this Tittle document 
was tho first act in the drama of prosecution now be 
coming historical in Kansas legal lore, It will duuht- 
less go down to history as one of the many instances 
in which by attempting to punish what is here alleged 
to be a erime—that is a technisal, a constructive or 
law made crime—a real crime of huge proportions has 
been committed against two innocent persony—one of 
whom was a girl of unimpeashable reputation and of 
tho tender age of not quite seventeen years. 

As already stated, in fixing the due proportion of 
guilt upon the various actora in the commission of 
this crime or series of crimes, the youthand inexperi- 
ence of the complaining witness shouid count in his 
favor, But these palliations cannot be quuted in favor 
of the lawyer who made out the papers and underteok 


the management of tho case for plaintiff. nor ‘in favur ` 


oi the justice of the peace who entertained the ease 
and who issued the warrant for the arrest of defend- 
ants. These were both men of maturs years, and they 
were perfectly cognizant of the fact that no real crime 
was even alleged ta have been committed, and that 
therefore it was a clear case of persecution under the 
technicalities of civil law, 


The theory upon which our government is based is 
that officera of the law and the Jaws themselves are 
thu servants of the people, the citizens, who are the 
real sovereigns or masters. Among these servants of 
the people, the magistrate,or justice of the peace halds 
a very important and reajianaible position, It is in 
hia power to encourage litigation and strife among 
neighbors, or, on the other hand, it isin hts power to 
discourage litigation, if not to prevent it altogether. 
When a complaint ia made to him it becomes his duty 
in theinterest of “Justice,” and of “Peace” to inquire 
whether a real crime has been committed, and if xo, 
whether the trouble cannot be adjusted without involv. 
ing the parties themselves and perhaps the whole 
neighborhood in the turmoil and expense, in tims and 
money, inseparable from a suit at law, 

Vor these and like reasons when tho above coms 
plaint was brought by the plaintiff, Justice Simpson 
should have said: 

“Well, Mr, Hiser, do you hring this charge on your 
own motion, and if so why do you bring it? Do yon 
consider yourself in anyway aggrieved or injured, in 
person, property, or reputation, by the alleged avtion 
ot these parties? Laws are made for the protection 
of personal rights, not for the invasion of those rights. 
If you cannot say that you are injured, or that anyone 
elso (for whom you volunteer this information) is in- 
jured by titis act of Mr. Walker and of Miss Harman, 
then I must decide that you havo no jist canse of ac- 
tion, and I must refuse to enter your complaint on. 
my docket, and shall issuo no warrant for the arrest of 
gaid parties, To causothe arrest and prosecution of 
these parties when no one is injured by them would be 
to commit a crime in the namo of law; 1] shall not boa 
party to the commission of any such crime, To say 
that tho state of Kansas is injured when nono of its 
citizens are injured in person, property or reputation, 
is an absurdity on its face. I refuse your application 
and advise you hereafter to mind your own business 
and allow all others to do the same,” 

If Justice Simpson and all other magistrates and 
judges were to govern their official acts on the priuni- 
ple here laid down, the evils of our judicial system 
would he reduced to n minimam and ho mterests of 
justice, of fraternity and of humanity bo greatly pros 
moted thereby. Butso long as office-seeking and ofice- 
holding is the leading industry—so lung as magistrates 
judges, sheriffs, constables, policemen and other oti. 
cials are looked upon as onr masters instead of our 
servants, just so long may we expect such outrages as 
the present to coutinue—just so long may we expect to 
bo forced to exulaim: O Legality, Legality, what 
crimes aro committed in thy namo! : 
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ANOTHER ARREST.

PRISONERS AND THA MAILS. 

Woe tiud in the Topeka Commonwealth 
the following in regard ty tho rights of 
prisoners to receive their mail inviolate. 
Mr, Dodgo is stuted to be Assistant U. 
S. District Attorney of Cleveland, The 
Commonwealth says: 

“Mr, Dodge has written an opinion in 
which, after carefully reviewing the law 
governing the delivery of the United 
Stutes mail, he declares that no prison 
official bus the right to open a prisoner's 
mail, and that nny official who dues so 
is liable to ne undimprisoument noder 
tbo federal statutes, The only law in 
tho Revised Statutes which would seom 
in nuy way to apply to the almust uni. 
ordi prictles of opening and ronding 
Jotturs addressed to prisoners before.de- 
liveriny them is contained in section 
8,892, which provides that viny persou 
whoshall tuko nny letter, postal card or 

acket * * before it has boon de- 
ivered to the person to whon it was di 
rected, with a design to obstruct the 
correspondence or pry iuto the business 
or secreta of anuther, or shall secrete, 
embezzle, or destruy the same, shall for 
every such offensa be punishable by n 
Hue of uot more than $500 or by im- 
prisopmeut at hard labor for cot more 
than one year, or by both” 'This pro- 
vision apparently applies to all letters 
passiog throngh the mails, aad no ex 
ception is made in the case of con- 
victs or any other class of persous,”’

to ove person and what wo receive coma 
from others. A clearing Louae can bal- 
ance tbo acconuts so that, practically, 
the change js direct, and jaa gront help 
in collecting und settling all acconnts 
at once, and avoiding the credit ayate, 
At first acloaring hoase will handle no 
mouey, require vo capital, risks or 
bonds; ita offer will be not to pay ao- 
counts, but to balance them.
